A Great Menace To Land 


Along with field erops and 
garden crops of market value, 
Alberta is ripening just now 
the usual varied and-luxuniant 
crop of noxious weeds, and ygen- 
eral destructive operations are 
strictly in order before thi 
seeds begin to scatter. 

But among these vegetable 
nuisances there is one that re- 

“particular “attention. 
In fact it calls for a goo® deal 
moreattention than it has yet 
received or seems likely to re- 
ceive. Itis the “sow thistle”. 
It is a horticultural immigrant. 
It came here from Manitoba, or 
other infected parts of the con- 
tinent, probably in bales of im 
ported hay. The local condit- 
ions seem admirably suited to 
its needs, It hastauken root lit- 
erally and metaphorically, and 
is now a greater menace than 
all other weeds native and im. 
ported. Itis to be found grow- 
ing in city gardens, along the 
streets and roadways, on farms 
and occasionally on wild lands 

Where a seed of the sow this- 
tle is dropped, there it grows, 
regardless of the kind of soil. 
The plant produces seeds that 
are carried by the winds to 
great distances. Italso grows 
new plants from the roots. Its 
eradication is thus a matter of 
extreme difficulty, Merely cut- 
ting it year after year accomp- 
lishes nothing, for a new crop 
springs upfrom the roots, The 
roots drive deeply into the soil 
and cannot be got rid of | by 
plowing. unless it bea long con 
tinued course of intensive cul 
tivation. Infaet how to get 
vid of the weed is as yet an un- 
solved problem, save by» meth 
ods too costly to be practicable 
Where the sow thistle grows, 
other crops cannot grow. It 
tends to occupy the soil com- 
pletely, as well as to spread 
It is even claimed that it seems 
to poison the land and thus pre- 
vent other plants growing. In 
any event, if allowed to deve- 
lope it so thoroughly takes pos- 
session of the soil in a few 
years that there is no room for 
other plants. The thistle is 
useless for fodder or any other 
known purpose, 

As to the results of neglect, 
in Minnesota, the Dakotas and 
Manitoba, there are large tracts 
in which onee productive land 
has been made absolutely val- 
ueless, because it would cost 
more to get rid of the thistle 
than the cleaned land would be 
worth. . It is literally true that 
where sow thistles move on to 
a farm one of two things hap- 
pen: The farmer kills it out- 
right, or eventually he moves 
off.

Looking Ahead 


Progress Made By Canada in Past 
Few Decades 

Many Canadians have expectations 
of the time when the population ot 
Canada will have reached the level 
that will place the country in the front 
ranks of nations. Mr, Lloyd George, 
as will be remembered, was so optim- 
istic in one of his speech?s as to 
maintain that Cenada could support 
600,000,000 souls. Most of us, how- 
ever, remarks the Toronto Globe, 
would be quite satisfied if the figure 
were divided by ten, which would give 
us a population much larger than that 
of the United Kingdom. It may be 
interesting to note the progress that 
has already been made. The first 
century of confederated Canada, tak- 
en in 1871, gave us 3,689,257 peopie, 
nearly all in the four older provinces. 
The census of 1881, showed 4,324,810, 
with Western Canada still playing a 
very small part in the whole. Then 
census 1891 wes still more disappoint- 
ing. ‘The Canadian Pacific Railway 
had then been in operation for sey- 
eral years, yet there was still only 
about 350,000 pecple west of Ontario, 
and the total increase was little more 
than half a million. In 1901 the popu- 
lation was 5,371,315, still showing a 
slow rate of progress. But the de- 
cade from 1901 to 1911 was one of 
rapid growth, the increase being about 
equal to the aggregate of the previous 
thirty years. The next decade show- 
ed a slower rate of growth due large- 
ly to the war. The increase brought 
the population up to 8,788,482, and by 
this time we have probably passed the 
nine million mark. 

Fifty years have been required to 
give Canada an increase of some- 
thing over.138 per cent., a little more 
than five millions. At this rate it 
would take a long time to reach one- 
tenth of the figure referred to by Mr. 
Lloyd George. But the past balf cen- 
tury includes a pertfod in which the 
possibilities of the west were not real- 
The reputation of 
the prairie region as one of the chiet 
granaries of the world is now estab- 
The country is now traversed 


and even 
the obstructive senators can do little 
to thwart railway enterprise. Not 


only in its fertile lands, but in iis min- 
erals, forests and water powers, Can- 


ada possesses in abundance the 
fundamentals of industry, and re- 
sources capable of supporting a popu- 


lation greater than that of the United 
Kingdom. Ferlods of depression are 


mere eddies in the stream of national 
progress. The pressure of taxation 
and debt will grow less as the number 
of taxpayers is invreased. By far the 
greater part of the debt is due to war, 
and there is something encouraging 
in the faet that this burden can be 
berne, even if uneasily, by so small a 
population as Canada now maintains, 
and that the debt is due in the main, 
not to outsiders, but to Canadians. 
Occasionally one hears it sald 
that an Old Countryman moving to 
Canada has not improved his posi- 
tion, but the revi rse. That may be 
irue in exceptional cases. There 
are occasional misfits, which need 
not always be blemed upon the new- 


confer. But it is obvious that on 
the whole ‘he opportunities of the 
new country far exceed those of the 
old, and the suceesses greatly out- 
number the failures. Population at- 
tracts population’ one man is the 
customer for the products of an- 


other, Tt is true that the home mar- 
ket cannot absorb more than a small 
part of the wetsern product of grain, 
and will not do so for many years.

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The Prosperous Days Ahead

That the Canadian west contains 
more than two millions and a half of 
people has little or no meaning to 
those who cannot look back on the 
days before yesterday. There may 
be pessimists in the Dominion; but 
they are not to be found among those 
whose lives have run parallel with the 
development of the prairie provinces. 
To realize by experience and observa- 
tion what has happened during the 
past 50 years west of the Ontario 
boundary is to have a vision of the 
Canada that is to be, No one can be 
filled with other than the liveliest 
hopes who is familiar with our pro- 
gress. bf 


The story of Manitoba makes stim- 
ulating reading. In 1870 it was given 
provincial autonomy, and a year later 
elected its first representatives to the 
House of Commons. Among them 
was the late Lord Strathcona, then Mr. 
Donald A. Smith, who began as a clerk 
for the Ifudson’s Bay Company in 
Labrador and had ended life as a peer 
of the Empire. The romance of 
Strathcona was really the romance of 
the west; for in 1871 Winnipeg con- 
sisted of 27 houses in which dwelt 241 
persons all told. Today it is a splen- 
did city of 180,000. The province it- 
self was ther settled at but a few 
points, and appears in the first census 
as having a population of 25,228. In 
1921 it contained 610,118. The 
growth of Manitcba tells the story of 
the other westerns. provinces. 


Saskatchewan ond Alberta did not 
come into the official reckoning until 
1901, and in that year they registered 
a joint population of 164,301. Twenty 
years later the figures were 1,345,964. 
During the same two decades, British 
Columbia expanded from a population 
of 178,657 to $24,582. It is impossible 
to take cognizan‘e of such growth in 
numbers without realizing what it 
means in rising national strength, and 
all that such strength implies. Only 
the myopic and feeble-hearted can fail 
to be stirred by the vision of the 
future. Expectation rests on the solid 
foundation of victorious accomplish- 
ment, 

Fifty years ago the transportation 
needs of Western Canada were met by 
the ox-cart and the river barge. To- 
day there are 20,237 miles of railway 
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. ‘ hi ‘tat mileage up ta 
1880; and, even as matters stand, the 
preponderance of railway trackage is 
in the west. With that development 
of means of conumunication has come 
a proportionate contribution to the 
commerce of the Dominion. Political 
power has also kept pace with popu- 
lation and trace; so titat a glance 
backward at what has happened sug- 
gests both triumph and inspiration. 

The retrospect justifies confidence 
in the days ahead. There are hun- 
dreds of thousands of people still liv- 
ing in Canada who can remember 
when the western provinces were re- 
garded as a hopeless wilderness. They 
were known as a habitat of the buf- 
falo ~nd the source of the fur trade, 
That they would one day, within the 
memory of men and women ihen liv- 
ing, become whet they ave today—- 
populous, productive and self-contain- 
ed—was not even a dream. In the 
face of such a vastly stirring romance 
in nation building, who would be dis- 
posed to put limitations on the Can- 
ada of another half century? 

Progress and deevlopment invariably 
bring their problems, We have not 
been spared the common lot of nations 
which forge ahead. Growth invarl- 
ably brings elaboration and often 
complexity. Rapid growth is fre- 
quently at the expense of thorough- 
ness; and as we have grown we have 
made blunders. We blundered when 
we permitted these very western 
provinces, which have contributed 80 
much to our national strength, to 
over-estimate their transportation 
needs. We have made other mils- 
takes. But it is impessible to look 
soberly and appraising!y at our ma- 
terial advancement without a strong 
appeal to courage and enterprise, not- 
withstanding the errors of the past. 
Our potentialities are enor nous. With 
a sense of pride in what we have done, 
we should bare our arms for the tasks 
at hand, in’ the assurance that ade- 
quate effort will inevitably carry us to 
siill more glorious achievement,—-Ot- 
fawa Journal

Manufacturing Industries Aré Increas-| Felcourt 


ing In the Prairie Provinces 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terfor at Ottawa cays: 

When what are known as the prairie 
provinces, Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, are considered, one natur- 
ally thinks of them as wheat: producing 
areas. They have so often been re- 
ferred to as the “Granary of the Em- 
pire” that one is tempted to lose sight 
of the fact that a very considerable 
manufacturing Industry is growing up 
in each of the provinces, > 

The, fact that in 1922 the prairie 
provinces produced $107,000,000 worth 
of raw materials, finished products to 
the value of $184,600,000, or an en- 
hanced value of over seventy-seven 
million dollars, places the manufac- 
turing industry in the front rank as a 
wealth producer, 

Compared with the revenue derived 
from farm animals and dairy products, 
manufacturing industry shows a much 
larger return to the western provinces. 
The average revenue trom farm ant- 
mals for the five-year period 1918- 
1922, was $45,033,000, and from dairy 
products $48,950,000. 

Vegetable and anima} products form 
a very large proportion of the manu- 
facturing industry of the prairie proy- 
inces, and as the raw materials for 
these plants are practically all sup- 
plied by the western provinces, it will 
be seen that manufacturing is doing 
a large part in upbuilding the prov- 
inces, in bringiag in revenue, and in 
producing a finist-ed product irom the 
natural resources with which the 
western provine’s have been so liber: 
ally provided.

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Demonstration Given in 
Before Group of Newspaper 
Men 
Interest aroused at the British 


Empire Exhibition in the develop- 
ment of electric power in agricul- 
ture led to a recent demonstration, 
arranged by the British Electrical 
Development Association at Greater 
Farm, East Grinstead, 
England, before a group of news- 
paper men, The demonstration was 
a revelation of the limitless extent to 
which science may profitably be ap- 
plied to the oldest of industries. 

The operations for plowing, harvest- 
ing, poultry rearing, milking, and 
even. beekeeping were all electrically 
driven. [rrespective Of the improved 
production and decreased costs, the 
saving in labor alone Is demonstrated 
by the fact that only three horses are 
employed on Greater Feleourt Farm, 
which is a mixed commercial farm ot 
600 acres, specializing in eggs and 
poultry, pigs and milk. 

One of the more important develop- 
ments of eleetric power applied to 
farm production is the “making of hay 
without sunshine.” Instead of “cur- 
ing” the hay by the slow process of al- 
lowing the sun to shine on it, the cut 
&rass is seasoned by air conveyed 
through vertical tunnels in the ricks 
by electric fans. This method, the 
demonstrator said, enabled the farmer 
to counteract the vagaries of the 
weather and also to save labor. 

Electric power also is used in the 
incubator sheds and brooding houses. 
Fifteen hundred White Leghorn and 
White Wyandottes are kept on the 
semi-intensive system, 550 birds in 
each house, averaging 165 eggs for 
eaeh bird per annum. Electricity 
was shown to facilitate increased pro- 
duction, and at one incubator for 2400 
eggs two chickens were actually 
hatched while the process was being 
described. According to the demon- 
strator, the farmer got 8314 per cent. 
results from the electric incubator, as 
against 65 per cent. from the ordinary 
method, 

The newest>of the exhibits was an 
electrically controlled beehive, said to 
be the only one of its kind in England, 
where the diffusion of light and heat 
lures the bees from their hive on their 
honey-gathering expedition a month 
before the usual time, thus enabling 
the farm to be the first to place its 
home-produced beney on the markets.

Englishman Started As Laborer and 
Sold Business for Ten Million | 
It should not always be assumed 
that all the best opportunities in 
agricultural enterprise are on this con- 
tinent. Enterprise and industry on 
the soll are still productive of wealth 
in old England—ti you know the way 
to dig it up. As an instance, William 
Dennis, a very wealthy potato grower, 
has quite recently died at Kirton, in 
Lincolnshire, Bastcrn England. At 83 
years old he was very wealthy, his son 
had been Britain’s potato controller 
during the war; but the father started 
as a farm laborer, the son of a farm 
laborer, than which there are few less 
wealth-producing tasks in Britain. In 
1870 the man bought a three-acre field 
and grew potatoes—and had his pile of 
ill-luck and spoiled crops. But Den- 
nis stuck. He had veal ideas, and 
was early quite a reformer in farming 
methods, particularly in intensive cul- 
tivation. 
Within thirty years of starting with 
a capital of pluck and British gump- 
tion, William Dernis became the own- 
er and occupant of three thousand 
acres, He had selling businesses at 
King’s Cross and Covent Garden in 
London, in New York and other pro- 
fitable centres.

“How many farmers know anything 
about the remarkable structure of the 
soll they ull, of its fascinating his- 
tory, of the teeming population of liv- 
ing organisms that dwell in its dark 
recesses? How many know of the 
wonderful wheel of life in whieh the 
plant takes up simple substances anil 
in some- mysterious way fashions them 
into foods for men and animals and 
packs them with energy drawn out o 
the sunlight—energy which enables 
us to move and work, to drive engine 
motor cars, and all the other complex 
agencies of modern civilization? No 
one knows mucha of these things: bu 
if we knew more, and could tell ii as 
it deserves to be told, we should have 
a story that would make the wildes 
romance of human imagination seem 
dull by comparison, and would dispe! 
for ever the illusion that the country 
is a dull place to live in. Agricultur 
al science must be judged not only by 
its material achievements, but also by 
its success in revealing to the country 
man something of the wonder and the 
mystery of the great open spaces in 
which he dwells.” 

Such was the conclusion of the pre 
sidential address delivered by Sir Jolin 
Russel to the agricultural section o! 
the British Association for Ad 
vancement of Science.

The 
distribution of rainfall is probably the 
most important single element in grain 
growing on the Canadian prairies 
Most of our western soils are still 
wonderfully rich and will continue so 
for many years.” 

Dr. Shutt was doubtful of the value 
of the summerfallow. “Its bad often 
overshadows its good effects,” he said, 
“It destroys soil fibre, allowing drift 
ing and a loss of valuable surface soil. 
It leads to a loss of nitrogen and or- 
ganic matter from the land. The in- 
troduction of clovers and grasses be- 
tween the grain crops and the substi 
tution of hoe crops such as corn and 
sunflowers for the summerfallow will 
conserve fertility and check soil drift- 
ing.”

Trying To Reclaim 
Damaged Paper Moncey 


Laboratories Searching For Method To 
Preserve Expensive Stock 

What becomes of all the defaced and 
damaged paper money Is a question 
that has aften been asked of bankers. 
Heretofore the answer has Invariably 
been that it is burned. Many Inter- 
esting stories associated with the 
burning ceremony have gone the 
rounds of the press, among them being 
one in which an excessive draught in 
the furnace littered St. James Street 
in Montreal with partially burned bills. 
Ottawa's fire department was once 
called out to answer an alarm of fire 
when damaged paper money was be- 
ing destroyed in the furnaces of the 
Finance Department In the East 
Block. Later the melting furnaces 
at the Mint were used for this pur- 
pose. 

The destruction by burning of con- 
demned paper money seenis likely to 
become an obsolete practice. The 
Forest Products Laboratories, of the 
Department cf the Interjor, have ben 
carrying on a series of experiments 
to develop the pest method of recoy- 
ering good paper currency withdrawn 
from circulation by the Department of 
Finance and the various banks, and to 
ascertain if such a method is comer- 
cially feasible. Refining of the stock 
produced under normal cooking con- 
ditions was carried out and, by the 
use of a special washing equipment, it 
was found possible to recover an ab- 
solutely clean pulp.

Canada’s Bill For Firewood 


Unbelievable Amount of Firewood 
Consumed in Canada Each Year 

If the Canadian forests could render 
an account for the firewood supplied 
by them In 1922, it would read some- 
thing like this: “The Canadian Public, 
to the Forests of Canada: 8,860,846 
cords of firewood, $38,228,702." And 
then the bill would represent only the 
original value, 

To produce this enormous quantity 
of firewood required 841,780,560 cubie 
feet of standing timber, the largest 
amount consumed by any of our many 
forest products. 

To the unthinking person this flre- 
wood output is but one of the many 
uses to which our timber-producing 
areas are put, and 1 spassed by with 
the same unconcern as day and night, 
says the Natural Resources Intelli- 
gence Service of the Department of 

lthe Interior. If, however, he were 
travelling from Halifax to Vancouver 
and, looking out of-the car window he 
shoul see a pile of firewood seven 
feet high on either side of the track, 
with no break through the 3,494 miles 
he would cover in his trip from coast 
to coast, he would get a visual demon- 
stration of the importance of Canada’s 
annual cut of firewood. 

Piled four feet high it would make 
a wall 12,832 miles in length, or a wall 
across Canada fourteen and one-half 
feet high and four feet thick.

Danger of Spontaneous Combustion If 
Crop Is Housed When Damp 

We know there are people who scout 
the idea of spontaneous combustion. 
Their only idea is that fire can start 
only from a match or from lightning, 
and it is useless to talk about fire re- 
sulting when neither of these elements 
are present. Those who have beliet 
that fire starts from such mysterious 
origin as spontaneous combustion, and 
that spontaneous combustion will re- 
sult from wet or damp material will 
be careful in seeing that the crops are 
in fit condition before being garneted 
in, 

In wet/or catchy weather the farm- 
er becomes anxious and in spite of his 
better judgment may yleld to the 
temptation to put his crop in before 
{it is really fit. Crop so housed should 
be salted to minimize the danger from 
Better lose part of the 
crop through destruction by the wet 
and catchy weather than lose the 
whole crop and the barn besides, 
through fire resulting from it being 
housed too soon. Part of our readers 
may still be skeptical but the wiser 
ones will take share in the warning. 
Nothing can be done with those who 
are too ignorant or too stubborn to 
believe there is such a thing as spon- 
taneous combustion. 

A number of years ago we saw an 
ice-house, full of ice and packed in the 
usual way in sawdust. Moreover it 
was built on a wharf and accessible 
to a whole lake of water. It would be 
impossible to set fire to such a place 
by ordinary mears, yet we saw the 
whole building consumed about noon 
on a hot summer day when nobody 
had been near to givé it a start. Spon- 
taneous combustion was the only 
theory by which the fire could be ac-

Canada’s Production Of 
Butter and Cheese 


Growing inertia of Dairy#industry 
In Canada Shown By Figures 


Canada turned out 163,456,759 
pounds of creamery butter valued at 
$56,894,008 last year, compared with 


152,501,900 pounds valued at $53,453,- 
282 the year before. The price of 
butter in 1923 averaged 34 cents per 
pound against 35 cents per pound in 
1922. Cf last year’s production, Que- 
bee manufactured 60,179,616 pounds 
valued at $20,741,454; Ontario, 54,778,- 
180 pounds valued at $19,443,505; 
Maritime Provinces, 6,319,574 pounds 
valued at $2,352,521; Prairie Proy- 
inces, $9,223,225 pounds Valued at $13,- 
and British Columbia, 2,961,- 
154 pounds valued at $1,250,485. 

Of cheese, Canada manufactured 11 
per cent. more at an increased value of 
31 per cent. lasi year conipared with 
the year before, the total manufac- 
tures in 1923 being 151,483,353 pounds 
valued at $28,629,366. The average 
price of cheese last year was 19c com- 
The Mart- 
time Provinces produced in 1923, 
2,671,288 pounds of cheese yalued at 
$514,404; Quebec, 46,770,556 pounds 
valued at $8,763,782; Ontario, 99,535,- 
and 
the Prairie Provinces, 2,216,058 pounds 
valued at $438,023. 

It will be noticed Quebec manufac- 
tured the most creamery butter and 
Ontario by far the most cheese.

British Columbia Apples Noted For 
Their Intense Color 

The beautiful coloring of the B.C. 
apples makes them specially attrac- 
tive. The cause-of color is not thor- 
oughly understood, but it may be said 
that each variety of apple has a color 
peculiar to itself and it only requires 
the proper cunditions and chemical 
changes to develop them. It is well 
known that sun'ight is an important 
factor in color development, helping 
to intensify the coloring of the apple. 
In warm dry searons such as this has 
been on the Pacific coast, fruit ma- 
tures earlier than i wet seasons. 
Where the fruit is permitted to ma- 
ture on the trees before it is harvest- 
ed the higher and more beautiful the 
color will 

British Columbia apples are noted 
for their intense color. In most dis- 
tricts the land is irrigated, and by 
stopping irrigation and causing a rip- 
ening of the tree the frult more thor- 
oughly matures and partakes of the 
rich colors which make the fruit of 
B.C, notable. 

There {s a wide variety of ways in 
which apples may be prepared for the 
table and there is no lack of practical 
recipes which are suitable for any 
home or table in any part of the coun- 
try. 

Dutch Apple Cake.—Two cups flour, 
half teaspoonful salt, two teaspoonfuls 
baking powder, four tablespoonfuls 
butter, one cup milk, all level meas- 
urements, mr butter into greased 
baking dish, cover with sour apples 
peeled and sliced, sprinkle two table- 
spoonfuls sugar and one quarter tea- 
spoonful cinnamon over them and 
bake in moderate oven about 25 min- 
utes.
